On Watch 

After the lesson of the Folkestone 
raid the British were ready for yes- 
terday’s visit, and from the moment 
the Germans left the Belgian coast 
they were engaged ,first with patrols 
over the channel, then with the lanc 
forces in England, and later, on their 
return with tho squadron of airplane: 
from Dunkirk. 

In addition to this prompt defensive 
action, a warning was given the in-

| JOIN RANKS 


OF STRIKERS 


Men Belong to Mining Camp in 
District West of 
Edmonton 


Calgary, June 6.—Approximately 
}00 coal miners’who have been work 
ng in the mining camps at Yellow- 
\ead, Mountain Park, Pacific Pass and 
ycdson, in the district west of Edmon- 
on, have joined the ranks of the strik- 
n& miners, because of the inability of 
he representatives of the unions to 
‘ffect a settlement on the basis of the 
lemands of the rest of the men of 
Jistrict 18. These men left work on 
fuesday, with the abandonment of ef- 
orts to get the necessary concessions 
rom tho operators of that field. They 
had been working continuously up to 
he present, 

The mines affected by this latest 
valk-out are those of the Brule Lake 
listrict, which have been supplying 
he Grand Trunk Pacific railway with 
pituminous coal for locomotive and 
ther use, They had not gone out 
previously because they had com- 
enced negotiations at the beginning 
{ the strike with Manager Thornton, 
epresentative of the owners, and until 
ecently it looked as though ‘all out- 
tanding differences could be agreed 
bpon. Assisting the representatives of 
he local unions of these camps were 
. Bigs, IL McDonald and 8. Begallu, 
he last-named being the union organ- 
eer for the district. These officials 
eturned to Calgary on Wednesday 
norning with the announcement that 
settiement at this time was impossi- 
le and that the men of the four camps 
vhich had still been working had join- 
d the strikers’ ranks. Thero are ap- 
proximately 1,200 men in the Brule 
zake district mines, butjabout 600 had 
one out rreviously. 

So far as the egeneral situation Is 
oncerned, R. I. Green, representa- 
ive of the Dominion government, will 
meet the miners’ policy committee on 
Vednesday afternoon.

Figures of Operation in Edmon- 
ton and Calgary Are Favor- 
able to Former 


For the first four months of the 
present year the Calgary street ralil- 
way sliow a deficit or $14,587. This is 
in spite of tho fact rhat the revenue 


showed an Increase of $2,158 over the 
corresponding period of 1916. The 
total revenue for the present year wan 
$176,009, that is for the four months. 

In tho latest issues of the Toronto 
Saturday Night there were published 
some statistics concerning Calgary, 
which, compared with Edinontop, put 
the latter city in a no favorable light. 
Calgary's arrears of taxes from 1912. 
16 wero $3,285,140, and there is a 
shortago on the sinking fund of §$2,- 
950,797. Edmonton has always kept 
up its payments to the sinking fund. 

The Calgary utilltles snow a loss of 
$12,794, whereas Edmonton can boast 
of a profit of $18,602. The gener 
revenue accounts of Calgary has an 
adverse balance of $13,208.61, WHd- 
monton & revenue surprus of $44,094. 

Calgary Light and Power  doepart- 
ment had a profit of $16,264, Wdmon- 
ton Light and Power a profit of $64 
788. There was a loss on the Cal- 
gary waterworks of $56,771, Edmon- 
ton had a profit of $24,410, 

Calgary has no telephone depart- 
ment. Edmonton has kept its fran- 
chise and can show a profit of $9,570 
on its working last year, 

These results represent the success 
of the administration of the city's af- 
fairs under Mayor Henry, the Liberal 
candidate for West Edmonton.

Present Memorial to Primo Minis.

Ottawa, June 6.—The proposed na- 
tlonallgation of the Canadian Northern 
and Grand Trunk svstems does not 
appeal to the employees of the form- 
er, They have pretente! a memorial 
to the prime minister protesting in 
the strongest possible manner against 
the putting into effect of the recom 
inendationg contained {n the majority 
report of the Royal commission.

THE CASE OF CAPT. TURGEON 

Editor Bulletin. 

Sir,—L have seer, a good deal of 
comment lately about soldier mem- 
bers with particular reference to Capt. 
J. G. Turgeon. 

I have intimate knowledge of Capt 
Turgeon’s military position as I was 
with him in the same ‘battalion from 
the moment we first went to the 
lieutenant’s school at Calgary to the 
time the battalion left for overseas 
in February last. 

Capt. Turgeon joined as a lieuten- 
ant and passed his Captain's examin- 
ation, November, 1916. Previous to 
this Capt. Turgeon had been kept on 
recruiting duty practically all the 
time. It is generally known in mili- 
tary circles that discipline and train- 
ing had fallen in the battalion  to- 
wards the end of 1916. In late De- 
cember, 1916, Mr. Turgeon was made 
adjutant and promoted to rank of 
Captain, This was immediately fol- 
lowing a visit of the D.O.C., M.D, 13, 
Captain Turgeon as adjutant was giv- 
en a free hand with instructions to 
restore discipline and improve train- 
ing. Unusual success attended his 
efforts and at another inspection in 
January by the D.O.C,, the O,C, of 
the battalion was complimented on 
the improvement, During this period 
the 2nd in command was absent on 
leave, it being generally understood 
that he was not returning to the bat- 
talion. The unit was sent forward 
as a draft on February 6th under Lt. 
Col. Leprohon as Conducting Officer, 
who was allowed to take one Major, 
one Capt., and five Lieutenants, All 
officers over that number were sur- 
plus and would have to remain be- 
hind, Capt. Turgeon was not left be- 
hind among these surplus officers. 
He was chosen to go by his Command- 
ing Officer, Lt, Col. Leprohon.. Al- 
though he had offered to revert, if 
necessary, in order to go (I know this 
positively), the ©. C, chose him to 
go as 2nd in command, 

Then a telegram came from Col, 
Mignault, Director of French-Cana- 
dian recruiting for Canada, instruct- 
ing Col Leprohon to leave Capt. Tur- 
geon behind, This was followed by 
a second telegram saying: “Capt, 
Turgeon must stay behind to take 
charge of recruiting depot,”
